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A Salute To Trades And Labor 


The accomplishments of Trades and La­ 
bor Council havp been many over the 
vpars. but probably none will reflect great­ 
er credit on the organization than this 
week's decision to forego another test of 
the municipal income tax at the polls. 
With approximately $200.000 a year for 
operation of the city government at stake, 
therp had been cause in informed quar­ 
ters for considerable concern over what 
action the council's delegates might take 
relative to the tax. 
They gave their answer Wednesday 
night in a convincing manner when more 
than two-thirds of those present v o t e d 
against testing the issue for the sixth time. 
Thp programs already in operation or 
being planned — both short and l ong 
range — now can he carried forward with­ 
out fear of a sudden “ Stop!” directive re­ 
sulting from lack of funds because of a 
possible defeat at the ballot box. 
The importance of the tax to a properly- 
administered municipal operation is being 
demonstrated again in the case of the city 
employes who have obtained action by 
City Council in their fight for a wage in­ 
crease 
Qualified and willing personnel are es­ 
sential if the various departments are to 
function satisfactorily. City employes are 
no different than those in other lines of 
work — they're entitled 1o a fair rate of 
pay 
Without the revenue realized from the 
fax. however, it would have been impos­ 
sible to even have considered their re­ 
quest There would have been no money 
available. 
But because of the tax, Council has 
been able to act within budget limitations 


and submit a plan to the groups involved 
for final consideration. 
It’s another graphic example of what 
can be accomplished when sufficient rev­ 
enue is at hand. With the $300.000 from 
the tax program coming in yearly, emer­ 
gency demands can be met without the 
scrambling which otherwise would result. 
The far-sighted action by Trades and 
Labor Council takes its place along side 
other major decisions on other fronts in 
recent years which have fitted into the 
pattern of progressive thinking so encour­ 
aging and necessary to present and future 
development 
The Review salutes Trades and Labor 
for facing its responsibility to the com­ 
munity in a fashion which should set an 
example for those who may be wavering 
on the fence of indecision so far as East 
Liverpool’s best interests are concerned. 


Two-Way Street 


Leo Murphy of the Crucible Steel Co. 
reminded us again in his remarks to the 
Chamber of Commerce Wednesday night 
that development is a two-way street- 
walked by both community and industry. 
The interdependence was brought o u t, 
sharply by this quote: “ . . A companv 
can’t grow in a community which won't 
grow And a community can’t grow if a 
company which is a major industrial resi­ 
dent doesn’t grow.” 
It’s something that shouldn’t be forgot­ 
ten. To walk alone invites economic disas­ 
ter. To walk arm in arm with a trusted, 
energetic and valued companion can mean 
only success for each in the long run.

The logic of an inter-American peace 
force to keep the people of the Domin­ 
ican 
Republic 
from 
detroying 
one 
another in their political disorder is un­ 
assailable 
But it’s not likely to happen The force 
will be hard to recruit. Everybody 
will 
back away. 
It will be easier to curse the 
United 
States for sending in a temporary con­ 
stabulary 
than 
to 
acknowledge 
joint 
responsibility for keeping bloodletting un­ 
der control in the Dominican Repuhlic. 
This has been the fatal weakness of 
every peacekeeping plan 
No one wants 
to be the peacekeeper It was the weak­ 
ness of the League of Nations. It is the 
weakness of the United Nations. It is the 
weakness of the Organization of Amer­ 
ican States. 
If the North Atlantic Treaty Organiza­ 
tion had to cope with open belligerency, 
it would have the same weakness. The 
Southeast Asia Treaty Organization has 
the weakness In Korea there was nom­ 
inally a joint force, 
but 
the 
United 
States took the beating 


In the absence of a constabulary force 
to cope with trouble, politicians are free 
to move around both the politicians who 
are in power but may be out of power 
later and the ones out of power hopeful 
of getting in 
They all talk about peace, but they all 
dream of war not necessarily about at­ 
tacks on other countries but about blood­ 
shed in their own countries and inter­ 
vention in other countries. 
Ideally, there would be regional, hem­ 
ispheric and international “ police forces” 
to rush to the scene of disorders and 
quell them promptly. Thus, there could 
be peace. 
Rut unfortunately there could be no 
revolutions, no overthrows of despots, no 
“ just” wars 
Neither could there be in­ 
tervention. such as the one being carried 
out by the United States against blod- 
letters in the Dominican Republican. 
The restraining hand of an internation­ 
al police force would fall on the just and 
the unjust alike, whenever it was a ques­ 
tion of spilling blood 
There would 
be peace — everlasting 
peace.

The Charter of the Organiza­ 
tion of American States pro­ 
vides, 
in effect, that, where 
there is an established govern­

capable of discharging 
its international obligations, “ no 
state or group of states has the 
right to intervene, directly or in­ 
directly, for any reason what­ 
ever, in the internal or external 
affairs of any other state ” 
This does not exclude interven­

The plain objective of such a 
provision, however, is to pre­ 
vent territorial acquisition.

THE PROOF of the sincerity 
of the Washington government 
is to be found in its open decla­ 
ration that it will join with oth­ 
er countries in the OAS to help 
preserve the independence of 
the Dominican Republic. Th e 
really significant provision of 
the OAS Charter is its state­ 
ment 
on 
collective 
security, 
which reads as follows: 
“ Every act of aggression by 
a state against the territorial

The lowly little shrimp no w’ 
reigns supreme as America's 
king of the sea 
The tasty shellfish ha« passed 
salmon and tuna in recent years 
to become the mosl valuable 
seafood in the United States In 
Florida, the so-called pink gold 
firings in more money than all 
other fish combined 
Nearly 2.000 different shrimp 
swim the world's waters, b u t 
about 10 are commercially im­ 
portant in the United S t a t e s . 
These range in size trom a tiny 
species caught in Alaska to the 
foot-long giants of southern wa­ 
ters. and in color from 
t h e 
brown shrimp of Texas to the 
white shrimp of Louisiana. 
“ Considering how important 
the shrimp is. we know remark­ 
ably little about it.” writes Dr 
Clarence P. Idyll, professor of 
marine science at the University 
of Miami, in the National Geo­ 
graphic.

“ Every American state has

“ The fundamental rights of 
states may not be impaired in 
any manner whatsoever.” 


THESE PROVISIONS are in 
complete 
accord 
with 
prece­ 
dents 
of 
international 
law, 
which have always held that 
the lives of foreigners resident 
in a country must be protected 
against any violence and that, 
if the existing government is in­ 
capable of giving such protec­ 
tion, the slate or slates whose 
nationals are threatened may 
take appropriate action in de­ 
fense 
Another article in the char­ 
ter provides that “ the terri­ 
tory of a slate is inviolable” 
and that "military occupation” 
or other 
measures 
of

against 
it even temporarily. 
The plain objective of such a 
provision, however, is to pre­ 
vent territorial acquisition Tile 
I'nited States has no hostili­ 
ty toward the Dominican peo­

solidly by the United States with

wanted all the American help he 
could get and no advice 
Halberstam.

months, says of Diem 
Under him and his family Viet 
Nam became a “ Communist 
type country

msm It had all the controls, all 
the oppressions, and all the 
frustrating, grim aspects of the 
modern totalitarian state ”

take. Browne's is focused on the 
Vietnamese people, in Saigon 
and the countryside, the kind of 
war that has been fought, and 
why the \ let Cong guerrillas 
won most of the country, grab­ 
bing it steadily year after ypar.

Truman To Celebrate 
Birthday On Saturday 


KANSAS CITY, Mo (AP) - 
Harry S. Truman will be 81 
years old Saturday and one of 
his gifts will be money — up to 
one 
million 
dollars. 
Twenty 
years 
ago 
he 
got 
a 
better 
present when in “ a solemn and 
glorious hour” he announced the 
end of the war with Germany. 
That was on the 26th day of 
his presidency, the day after he 
moved his family to the White 
House He wrote his mother, “ I 
slept in the President’s room” 
last night. 
“ This 
will 
be 
a 
historical 
day,” he said. “ At 9 OO o’clock 
this morning, I must make a 
broadcast to the country: An­ 
nouncing the German surren­ 
der. The papers were signed 
yesterday morning and hostili­ 
ties will cease on all fronts at 
midnight 
tonight. 
Isn’t 
that 
some birthday present?” 
Trum an will be pleased with 
this year’s present too. 
The 
money is for the project he 
cherishes most — the study by 
scholars of the office of the 
presidency, of the Truman ad­ 
ministration 
and 
of 
Truman 
himself. 
Tom 
L. 
Evans, 
one 
of 
the former president’s closest 
friends and treasurer of the 
Truman 
Library 
Institute 
Board, solicited the money in 
70,000 letters. Evans says the 
response 
has 
been 
over­ 
whelming, “contributions from 
$7,500 to 25 cents.” 
H ell 
announce the current 
total at the birthday luncheon 


attended each year by IOO or 
more of Trum an’s friends. 
The 
luncheon, 
if 
tradition 
holds, will be the informal type 
Truman 
enjoys 
most, 
with 
short, affectionate speeches, a 
cheer by his World War bud­ 
dies and the singing of earthy 
parodies specially written for 
the occasion. 
This year’s invitation said the 
luncheon will be briefer than 
usual 
because 
of 
Truman's 
health. He has not bounced back 
to his former vigor from a fall 
he suffered in his bathroom last 
October. 
He still goes daily to his office 
in the 
Truman 
Library, 
six 
blocks 
from 
his 
century-old 
home. But he is driven there by 
Lt. Mike Westwood of the Inde­ 
pendence 
Police 
Department 
who is his full-time escort. 
When he is in Independence, 
Truman seldom takes walks any 
more He saves that for his fre­ 
quent visits to New York and 
Washington. 
He and Mrs. Truman tele­ 
phone their daughter M argaret, 
(Mrs. Clifton Daniel) and their 
three grandchildren almost ev­ 
ery day.

Electrical Supply Firms 
To Settle ‘Fix* Damages 


NEW YORK (APi - The bulk 
of the nation's electrical equip­ 
ment 
industry, 
caught 
in 
a 
price-fixing scandal in 1960, to­ 
day is in the final stages of set­ 
tling damages approaching $400 
million. 


But because of a controversial 
tax ruling, the companies stand 
to save almost half the cost 
through tax deductions. 
The ruling has sparked 
a 
clash between the Internal Rev­ 
enue Service and some con­ 
gressmen who charge that Gen­ 
eral Electric, Westinghouse and 
the 27 other antitrust violators 
are getting soft treatment. In 
the background is the case it­ 
self, one the Justice Department 
said involved secret agreements 
over eight years to fix prices, 
rig bids and divide markets on 
electrical equipment valued at 
ll 75 billion annually. 
The companies and 45 execu­ 
tives pleaded guilty or no con­ 
test to 20 antitrust indictments 
before a federal judge in Phila­ 
delphia who called the price- 
fixing ‘‘a shocking indictment” 
of a vast section of the econo­ 
my. He sentenced seven execu­ 
tives to jail for 30 days in 1961 
and gave 24 others suspended 
sentences 
Fines totaled 
$1 9 
million. 
That was only the beginning 
The price-fixing bv companies 
supposed to be in competition 
covered products ranging from 
tiny $2 insulators to huge, mul- 
timillion-dollar turbine genera­ 
tors Their customers sued for 
triple damages under the Clay­ 


ton Antitrust Act, claiming they 
were overcharged 
The federal government, a big 
customer, settled for $8 8 mil­ 
lion from 12 companies. More 
than 2.000 damage suits poured 
into the courts from private util­ 
ities and municipal power agen­ 
cies. Most have been settled, 
almost all by negotiation 
An Associated Press poll of 14 
of the 29 companies indicated 
the final settlement cost may 
total about $400 million Almost 
all of this will come from the 
four top companies involved 
They have paid or earmarked 
roughly $390 million. 
The controversial tax ruling 
made last July by the Internal 
Revenue 
Service 
allows 
the 
companies to deduct the cost of 
damage settlements as ‘ ordi­ 
nary and necessary” business 
expense 
Only settlements made with 
the federal government and fed­ 
eral agencies weren't deductible 
said the IRS. 
Sen. Philip Hart, D-Mich . and 
House Judiciary Chairman Em­ 
manuel 
Ceiler. 
D-N.Y-. 
de­ 
nounced the ruling as a ‘ tax 
giveaway" and demanded an 
investigation 
The Internal Revenue Service 
said the antitrust laws on dam­ 
age suits were meant to reim­ 
burse the victim, not to punish 
the violater. As remedial dam­ 
ages. said the IRS, they are tax­ 
deductible 
A report on the ruling is ex­ 
pected to be submitted to the 
Joint Congressional Committee 
on Internal Revenue Taxation 
this month.

SINCE JUNE 20, 1948, when 
this stiff-neck ed Irishman made 
his debut on CBS-TV, the other 
two network s hav e tried ev ­ 
erything from comics and quiz 
shows to old mov ies and bowl­ 
ing as an antidote to the Sulli­ 
v an scourge. Nothing work ed. 
In the 1959-50 season NBC 
threw 
Perry 
Como into the 
Sunday night at 8 spot. The 
following season it tried the 
Comedy Hour with headliners 
lik e Bob Hope, Martin and Lew­ 
is, etc. The Stev e Allen S how 
took ov er in 1956 for three sea­ 
sons. 
Ed 
and 
Stev e 
feuded 
ov er guest stars lik e the Hat­ 
fields and McCoys ov er a piece 
of bottom land. 
Meanwhile, ov er at ABC, en­ 
tries such as “Think F ast,” 
“On Trial,” “On the Board­ 
walk ,” 
"All-Star 
News” 
and 
“The Big Picture” had tried 
and failed to daunt the inde­ 
structible Ed. In the fall of 
1957 ABC finally scored a tem­ 
porary v ictory with the M av er­ 
ick boys, Bart and Bret. 


BUT IT TURNED out to be 
Stev e Allen who took the big­ 
ger lick ing from ABC’s M av er­ 
ick show, and NBC dropped 
him after the 1958-59 season for 
a series of specials — De a n 
M artin, 
“ Sunday 
Showcase,” 
“Music on Ice,” and so on. 
Sulliv an finally outliv ed the 
Mav erick boys in 1961. ABC 
put in “Follow the Sun” for 
a season, then old mov ies the 
next season. After that ABC 
tried 
“J a m i e McPheeters, 
“A rrest and T rial” and “Em ­ 
pire.” 
During that period NBC has 
had “National Velv et,” “T h e 
Tab Hunter Show," Walt Dis­ 
ney, “Car 
54,” “Grindl” and 
the Bill Dana Show in against 
Ed. 


CURRENTLY ABC is riding 
with 
“W a g on 
Train” 
and 
“ Broadside,” but next season 
it calls in “The FBI,” a new 
hour show, to face the redoubt­ 
able emcee with the iron jaw. 
Ed s friends are laying odds 
that he will hav e J. 
Edgar 
Hoov er on his show the week 
ABC starts its new “The FBI" 
series. 


NBC will stick with Disney 
and “Branded” next season, fig­ 
uring, no doubt, that if Disney 
and a cowboy can’t cut it with 
Ed, then the next step is to 
close up the network between 
8 and 9 on Sundays. 
Last year CBS-TV’s president 
Jim Aubrey (now deposed) had 
Ed 
almost talk ed 
i n t o ex­ 
panding his show to 90 min­ 
utes, but Ed got cold 
feet. 
While he was back ing away, 
howev er, he signed a new long­ 
term contract with CBS. 


“ IT MEANS,” said Aubrey 
at the time, “that we will be 
presenting Ed ev ery Su n d a y 
night for just as long as he 
wants.” 
Next month Ed will begin his 
18th year on a medium that 
has eaten up more talent than
